‘GET A GRIP’ 


Homeless mums-to-be housed in Croydon 


Homeless pregnant women are 
being forced to move to Croydon be¬ 
cause of an acute shortage of avail¬ 
able accommodation in Epsom. 

The council has been able to find 
emergency accommodation for just 
one family in the borough at pre¬ 
sent while it has placed 25 house¬ 
holds in Croydon. 

So severe is the shortage that 
no place has yet been found for 
a pregnant woman due to give

birth within a week. 

Councillor Sheila Carlson said the 
woman was at risk of ending up in 
Thornton Heath. Another pregnant 
woman has been there for months. 

She said: “She is bunking down 
where she can with only a week to 
go before the baby comes. We need 
to be addressing the homelessness 


issue we have in the borough.” 

And while Epsom residents are 
being forced to go to Croydon, 
homeless people from Croydon are 
being sent to emergency accomoda¬ 
tion elsewhere. 

Steve Reed, MP for Croydon 
North, said he was amazed this was 
going on and called on Croydon 
Council to step in. 

He said: “There is already a 
desperate shorting of housing in 


Croydon. I am astonished to hear 
that other councils are sending 
their homeless people into our area. 

“Croydon Council really needs to 
get a grip on this situation and co¬ 
ordinate better with other councils 
so that people can be housed closer 
to where they are from where they 
have friends and family who can 
support them.”

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Harlem Shake, rattle and 
roll for comic light relief 


Police officers, council employ¬ 
ees and students in fancy dress 
showed off their dance moves 
and took a shopping mall by 
storm yesterday for Comic Re¬ 
lief. 

About 50 people, including 
shoppers, builders, postal 
workers and McDonald’s staff, 
did the Harlem Shake - a viral 
internet sensation - at 11am in 
the Ashley Centre in Epsom. 

Unfortunately firefighters 
who had been due to take part 
were called out to a fire shortly 
before. 

Epsom and Ewell neighbour¬ 
hood police Inspector Craig 
Knight, who was dressed in a

red nose and riot gear, started 
the dancing. 

Then everyone else threw 
their hands in the air and 
started dancing wildly to the 
delight of shoppers who had 
gathered round to watch. 

Insp Knight was pleased with 
having raised £150 toward 
their target of £500. 

He said: “It went really well 
and I really enjoyed it. I just 
hope people put their hands in 
their pockets and donate to 
Comic Relief.” 

Roy North, who picks up rub¬ 


bish for the council, said: “I 
can’t dance but I waved my 
arms and legs around. It’s for a 
good cause.” 

Former Laine Theatre Arts 
student Freya Hawkins, 22, 
came down to the event to 
watch friends take part. 

Ms Hawkins said: “It’s a solid 
effort bringing all different as¬ 
pects of the community togeth¬ 
er.” 

Evelyn Killner, 76, from 
Ewell, said: “I think it is 
wonderful. 

“I love seeing the security 
men all dressed 
up with hats on 
and the police.” 


Ru Baker, 27, from Clarendon 
Park, said she saw the Harlem 
Shake publicised on Facebook. 
She said: “It’s fantastic. I love 
the Harlem Shake.

Mud, sweat and cheers 


A police inspector who 
slogged 10km through mud 
for charity at the weekend 
helped organise the 
Harlem Shake event in 
Epsom. 

Epsom and Ewell neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector Craig 
Knight decided to under¬ 
take the two very different 
challenges to raise money 
for UK charity Comic 
Relief. 

Despite breaking his 
ankle in November, Insp 
Knight managed to com¬ 
plete an extreme 10km 
mud run, called Back 2 the 
Trenches, in Redhill on 
Saturday. 

He said: “I was surprised 
that I was OK. It was very 
cold but really good fun."” 

Four days later he was 
shaking his stuff at in the 
Ashely Centre along with 
his police team - something 
he said he was more ner¬ 
vous about doing than the 


mud run. 

Insp Knight committed to 
doing the mud run as soon 
as he got 300 followers on 
social networking site 
Twitter and has promised 
to do a half-marathon when 
that number reaches 1,000. 

He said: “I kept my 
promise and did the run. 
It’s all about getting in con¬ 
tact with as many members 
of the public as I can.” 

Insp Knight said he can 
use Twitter to update peo¬ 
ple about police work and 
crime but it also means he 
is in touch with more peo¬ 
ple on the ground. 

He said: “It is also a good 
opportunity for people to 
feed to me things they see 
and are important to 
them.”

Epsom Council said it had 37 
households in temporary ac¬ 
commodation, including 24 
households with children or 
expecting children, at the end 
of February. 

This number included four 
households in Horley, three in 
Wandsworth, two in Sutton, 
one in Godstone and another 
in Slough. 

Coun Carlson said she did 
not understand how practical¬ 
ly everyone was placed out¬ 
side the borough. 

She said: “It is beyond belief 
really. They have a close con¬ 
nection to Epsom and Ewell 
and very good reason to be in 
the area. So why is it deemed 
necessary or reasonable to put 
them so far away?” 

A council spokesman said it 
endeavoured to move families 
with children back to the bor¬ 
ough as soon as suitable va¬ 
cancies arose and anyone 
with particular needs was 
prioritised. 

He said: “Unfortunately 
there are very few B&Bs or ho¬ 
tels in the borough willing to 
take homeless households as 
they are mainly for tourists or 
visiting businessmen.” 

He said there had been an 


increase in people seeking 
homelessness assistance over 
the past two years so more 
households had been placed in 
emergency accommodation. 

He said: “The council only 
uses B&B-type accommoda¬ 
tion as a last resort and will 
take all steps to try to prevent 
or delay homelessness.” 

Since April 2012 more than a 
hundred households have 
been moved out of B&B-style 
accommodation. 

Stints in temporary accom¬ 
modation can last up to a year, 
but as of February the aver¬ 
age stay for families with chil¬ 
dren, or those expecting 
children, was 13 weeks. 

Kay Boycott, director of poli¬ 
cy and communications at 
Shelter, blamed the rise in 
homeless families in B&Bs on 
cuts to the housing safety net 
and the affordable housing 
shortage. 

She said: “B&Bs may for 
some conjure up nostalgic 
feelings of seaside holidays. 

“However, the reality for 
these families is weeks or even 
months spent crammed in one 
room without their own 
kitchen or bathroom, little pri¬ 
vacy, no space for homework 
or play and sometimes in ap¬ 
palling conditions.”

A former Guardian delivery 
girl who grew up to be a 
stripper has published a 
book about her experiences 
in an underworld of “red 
velvet, poles and mirrors”. 

Emmy Yoshida, 27, a for¬ 
mer student at the Beacon 
School in Banstead, became 
a lap dancer who claims to 
have earned thousands of 
pounds a night working at 
gentlemen’s clubs in London 
and Australia. 

Ms Yoshida has now given 
up that life to bring up her 
son and has written Corrupt¬ 
ed, billed as a tale of sex, 
scandal and suspense, hop¬ 
ing to cash in on the Fifty 
Shades of Grey phenomenon. 

Surrey topped the country 
in its demand for library 
loans of the popular 
“mummy porn” trilogy by 
EL James last year. 

Ms Yoshida said: “Corrupt¬ 
ed started out as a bit of a 
memoir, but as I got into it I 
started to make up the plot. 

“I wanted to use my imagi¬ 
nation and go a bit wild. 

“It is based on my experi¬ 
ences. There are a lot of 
similarities between me and 
my character.” 

Ms Yoshida lived in 


Tadworth for 10 years while 
she was growing up and 


helped her sister to deliver 
our sister newspaper the Sut¬ 
ton Guardian in Cheam. 

As an adult she began to 
work at London clubs, in¬ 
cluding Stringfellows and 
Spearmint Rhino, to earn 
money to get through her 
course at the London College 
of Fashion. 

In the book her character 
Ria Kimura, who like her has 
a Japanese father and En¬ 
glish mother, is whisked 
away from a London strip 
club to Australia by a cliched 
heartthrob called Brad 
Harrison. 

Ms Yoshida said: “I didn’t 
meet a millionaire while 
working at a club, but I sort 
of decided to go to Australia 


after I finished studying. 

“I worked at some clubs 
there and used to do yacht 
parties. I had the time of my 
life.” 

Ria has sushi laid on her 
body and takes part in club 
parties, which are episodes 
based on Ms Yoshida’s own 
time in Australia. 

She said: “Some characters 
are based on people I knew in 
real life. 

“It was good money but 
there was a bad side to it as 
well. 

“The main thing about 
being a dancer is you are get¬ 
ting paid to entertain people 
and make them feel good 
about themselves. 

“That’s more important 


than the taking your clothes 
off part. 

“A lot of the men who were 
regulars were quite lonely 
people and it was a bit like 
entering a fantasy world 
where you have all these 
young attractive women sur¬ 
rounding you.” 

Since then Ms Yoshida has 
settled in Eastbourne and 
started the novel after join¬ 
ing a creative writing club 
there. 

Ms Yoshida has self-pub¬ 
lished the novel that has so 
far sold more than 450 paper¬ 
back copies and about 500 
copies on Kindle.

M25 car 
fire drama 

A lorry driver taking a nap 
on a motorway hard shoul¬ 
der refused to move his vehi¬ 
cle so emergency services 
could reach a burning car. 

Firefighters had to get out 
of their engines to move 
more than 50 vehicles on 
Tuesday morning so they 
could reach the blue Alpha 
Romeo in flames between 
junctions eight and nine - 
the Leatherhead turn-off - 
on the M25. 

Epsom watch manager 
Gareth Arnold said the 
lorry driver refused to move 
on because a device fitted to 
the vehicle showed he had 
driven for the maximum 
time allowed before taking a 
rest. 

Mr Arnold said: “It caused 
untold trouble. You endan¬ 
ger personnel by putting us 
out there, all because this 
person refuses to move on.” 

He said the ambulance and 
fire engines, which were 
called just after 9am, were 
delayed by about eight min¬ 
utes. By the time they got 
there the car was virtually 
burnt out, although nobody 
was hurt. 

Mr Arnold said: “We got 
away with it this morning 
but you can’t have delays if 
people are trapped after an 
accident.” 

He said the foreign driver 
had probably pulled up to 
sleep in his lorry after mis¬ 
judging the distance to the 
nearest service station. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Police said that it monitors 
the motorways with the 
Highways Agency to ensure 
drivers do not stop on the 
hard shoulder. 

He said: “Officers have 
given out a number of fixed 
penalty tickets, which are 
an on the spot fine, payable 
by cash or credit card at the 
roadside. 

“Drivers should only stop 
on the hard shoulder in an 
emergency.” 



Drugs seized during raid 


Dog attack family plead guilty 


Police arrested four people and 
seized suspected drugs during a 
raid. 

Officers searched a house in 
Long Walk, Epsom, and found the 
suspected class A drugs in the 
raid on Friday, March 1. 

A woman, 26, from Epsom, was 
arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion while another woman, 42, 
from Tadworth, was arrested for 


supplying drugs. 

A 32-year-old Epsom man and a 
41-year-old man from Tadworth, 
were both arrested on suspicion 
of being involved in the supply of 
class A drugs. All four were re¬ 
leased on bail until April 19.

A mother and her two sons have 
pleaded guilty to allowing their 
dogs to get out of control and 
carry out a vicious attack on a 
neighbour. 

Tadworth man Malcolm Elliott 
had to undergo skin grafts and 
take three months off work 
following the attack last June. 

He was savaged by three dogs 
belonging to Karen Beams, 49, and 


her sons Matthew, 24, and Daniel, 
21, of Campion Drive, Tadworth. 

The dogs attacked Mr Elliot, 
biting him repeatedly on his arms 
and legs. 

Last week the trio changed their 
plea from not guilty at Guildford 
Crown Court. 

They have been released on 
police bail and will be sentenced 
on April 5.

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Coach company boss tells HARDEEP MATHARU caring for staff is essential in a recession 

‘Looking after people is just what we do’ 


Thirty years after a shy coach 
driver’s life was transformed 
by an “act of kindness” by his 
company he is its managing di¬ 
rector and caring for staff is 
his number one priority. 

Contrary to perceived wis¬ 
dom, Steve Whiteway, manag¬ 
ing director of Epsom Coaches, 
believes looking after your 
staff is even more important in 
tough times “because when the 
chips are down, they will re¬ 
ward you with that loyalty”. 

That is a far cry from the ap¬ 
proach taken by many compa¬ 
nies who seem to see success 
as a dog-eat-dog race to the bot¬ 
tom where staff are paid a pit¬ 
tance and rewarding loyalty is 
regarded as an unaffordable 
luxury. 

But last year his company 
made a £lm profit on an £18m 
turnover, took on another 100 
staff and invested £2.5m in ex¬ 
panding its fleet. 

It was also voted the best em¬ 
ployer in Surrey and Mr 
Whiteway reckons it will con¬ 
tributes £17m to the local econ¬ 
omy this year through its 340 
staff and its use of contractors 
- something the company tries 
to do whenever possible. 

Famous for its Quality Line 
slogan, the firm was founded 
in Epsom by Herbert Rich¬ 
mond in 1920. It was a family 


owned company until it was 
bought by French company 
RATP last spring and it not 
only runs bus services around 
Epsom and coach holidays 
abroad, but also runs bus ser¬ 
vices for Transport for London 
through Kingston, Croydon, 
Wimbledon, Richmond and 
Sutton. 

The company is currently re¬ 
painting its Epsom buses a tra¬ 
ditional shade of cream to 
differentiate them from the 
services it runs in London. 

Mr Whiteway said the com¬ 
pany has never lost the family 
ethos that has produced such 
high standards, which he 
demonstrated earlier this 
month when he drove the wed¬ 
ding car at the marriage of two 
of his employees, Garry 
Punter and Laura Beeny, who 
met at Epsom Coaches. 

The 55-year-old said: “I’ve got 
a 1960s Rolls Royce so I said I’d 
do the wedding car for them. 

“People find it strange that 
the managing director would 
do this, but I’ve always had that 
ethos that people are people. 

“It’s about how you treat 
them, their working conditions 
and their pastoral care. If 
somebody has a problem, 
we’re here to sort it out.” 

He said the little things make 
a difference and “it’s not the

value of what you give staff, 
but the value of how you give it 
to them”. 

In the past, he has babysat for 
staff members, visited them 
when they were off sick, lent 
them money and telephoned 
the council on their behalf to 
settle council tax issues. 

Two funerals have even been 
held at the site, in Roy Rich¬ 
mond Way, because “Epsom 
Coaches was their life”. 

All staff members are offered 
free membership at the Rain¬ 
bow leisure centre, receive 
vouchers and personalised 
cards on a milestone birthday, 
and, along with their families, 
can enjoy regular trips to the 


theatre or abroad. 

Although he does not de¬ 
scribe his staff as friends, Mr 
Whiteway said “looking after 
people is just what you do”. 

He said: “A member of staff 
is not just an individual, they 
have partners and children. 
Two to three thousand people 
depend on us for a living.” 

Mr Whiteway, who left school 
at 16, started as a 22-year-old 
trainee coach driver at the 
company “with no licence and 
who didn’t have a clue”. 

He said: “I worked my way up 
and I won’t forget what it was 
like to do the job our staff do. 

“We’re not them and us, we 
all work together.” 


He said staff committees 
elected annually for the engi¬ 
neering, administration, bus 
and coach driving depart¬ 
ments of the business, meet 
with the management and are 
presented with the company’s 
yearly budget, with the “trans¬ 
parency helping to manage ex¬ 
pectations as to pay”. 

At the start of the recession, 
the business had an 80 per cent 
dip in profits, but nobody was 
made redundant. In fact, Mr 
Whiteway honoured a pay in¬ 
crease he had already 
promised his bus drivers. 

He said: “A lot of companies 
take the view they can get staff 
easily because during a reces¬ 
sion unemployment is high, so 
they can treat them how they 
want and keep turning them 
over. But, there’s a cost to that. 

“Our staff turnover is virtu¬ 
ally negligible and 95 per cent 
of those who leave want to 
come back - one did, within 
four days. 

“Bus drivers are normally 
just numbers. Here they’re not. 
They’re the most important in¬ 
gredient. You can’t automate 
driving a bus or a coach.” 

Mr Whiteway said his ap¬ 
proach to business was in¬ 
spired by the Richmond 
family’s kindness to him as a 
young driver when he suffered

He said: “Because of the fam¬ 
ily ethos they thought ‘let’s get 
Steve off the road and he can 
help out in the office’. It took 
me out of my shell. 

“I remembered that kind¬ 
ness. From there, I became 
general manager and became 
the only non-family director of 
the company at the time.” 

Mr Whiteway thinks drivers 
are not regarded highly 
enough, but that this is often 
because they do not act or look 
professional enough. 

He said: “I’ve tried to drive up 
standards so when people see a 
bus driver they think of them 
as a professional in the same 
way as an airline pilot.” 

He said being a coach driver 
was a “wonderful life” that of¬ 
fered the “the best seat in the 
house, with the best view, trav¬ 
elling to different places, stay¬ 
ing in the best hotels and 
getting paid for it”. 

Mr Whiteway said his confi¬ 
dence as a manager developed 
from meeting “people and 
clients in high positions” and a 
“willingness to learn” that 
nurtured his initiative. 

He said: “I had a lightbulb 
moment at a council meeting 
when I decided I was going to 
participate rather than just sit 
and listen. 

“I was president of our trade 
association for two years, giv¬ 
ing speeches to 700 people, and 
50 per cent of driving a coach is 
showmanship.” 

My Whiteway, who works 
from 7.30am to 10pm most 
weekdays and does extra at 
weekends, said he intends to 
reach 40 years’ service at 
Epsom Coaches, which would 
coincide with its 100th birth¬ 
day, and “then take a view” on 
his future. 

He said: “Thirty years ago I 
was considered normal and 
now I’m considered eccentric. I 
haven’t changed - the 
world around us has. 
I’ve not gone with the 
times.

Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
are providing the best care in 
south-west London and north 
Surrey according to a new re¬ 
port - ahead of all the other 
hospitals in the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review. 

The report, published on 
Tuesday, allows patients to see 
how hospitals in England mea¬ 
sure up against one another. 

The hospitals were judged on 
10 standards including the 
length of time patients waited 
for an operation, their involve¬ 
ment in decision making about 
their care, whether they had a 
good experience and whether 
they got better after treatment. 

Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals finished 91st out of 146 
hospitals in the country - 
ahead of Kingston which was 
rated at 97, Croydon at 140, and 
St George’s at 141.

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Mother is shocked by 
the 'face’ of her son

The mother of one of the “faces” 
on Epsom station says the illustra¬ 
tion is ugly and “looks nothing 
like a child whatsoever” - let alone 
her young son. 

Georgina Preston contacted the 
Epsom Guardian last week after 
realising one of the controversial 
faces is meant to be her child. 

She said: “To my shock, I re¬ 
alised that one of them is of my 
then three-year-old son. 

“I only realised it was him due to 
the comment of ‘I love the 
toyshops’ and the distinctive hood 
of his coat.

Mr Jameson, an ex-student of 
Epsom’s University for the Cre¬ 
ative Arts (UCA), designed the per¬ 
manent art installation as part of 
a competition agreed by the sta¬ 
tion’s developers, Solum Regena- 
tion, and Epsom Council. 

Mrs Preston said: “My son is ec¬ 
static that his ‘picture’ is on the 
station. However I feel the illustra¬ 
tion is ugly, and nothing like his 
original photo. 

“It looks nothing like a child 
whatsoever. 

“It would also have been appro¬ 
priate to make it obvious that the 
comment had come from a 
three-year-old. 

“I had no idea the final result 
would look like this, and would 
probably not have entered him 
into it.”

Minister says Zone 6 
train talks can begin

The green light has been given 
for the train companies running 
services through Epsom to press 
ahead with discussions to bring 
the station into Zone 6. 

MP Chris Grayling met Trans¬ 
port Minister Norman Baker 
last week to discuss getting the 
station into a London travel 
zone, which would mean trav¬ 
ellers at Epsom could use an 
Oyster card - a change that the 
Epsom Guardian has been cam¬ 
paigning for since last May. 

Mr Grayling said it was a 
“good” meeting and that Mr 
Baker has agreed to write to 
Southern and South West Trains 
so they can enter into discus¬ 
sions about bringing Epsom into 
Zone 6. 

He said: “Norman Baker was 



sympathetic to the issue raised, 
and has agreed to write to the 
train companies, giving them 
permission to enter into detailed 
discussions about the possibility 
of moving Epsom into Zone 6. 

“Nothing can happen without 
their agreement, but since both 
have indicated to me that they 
are not opposed to the principle, 
I am hopeful that they will 
look sympathetically at the 
possibility. 

“A lot will depend on the cost 


of the change, but this is a good 
start.” 

Mr Grayling said organising a 
meeting with Mr Baker had 
taken longer than expected due 
to the Department for Trans¬ 
port’s handling of the West 
Coast mainline franchise. 

Signatures for this newspa¬ 
per’s online petition for Zone 6 
continue to come in every week, 
showing the importance of the 
issue to residents, students and 
commuters. 

Tattenham Corner and Epsom 
Downs stations are within Zone 
6 even though they are further 
away from London than Epsom 
and a number of bus routes in 
Epsom already fall within the 
zone.

“But I’ve never spoken to 
a room of lords and digni¬ 
taries before.

Stephen Remington, Ac¬ 
tion’s chief executive, 
added: “For many, living 
with sight loss remains an 
isolating experience, but it 
doesn’t need to be like that. 

“Clever technology,

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Three jailed for plot

Three men have been jailed for 
plotting to snatch thousands of 
pounds of cash from a security 
van. 

Girry Richardson, 20, Nicholas 
George Carter, 20, and Charlie 
Chritchley, 19, were sentenced to 
prison at the Old Bailey on Friday 
for conspiracy to steal. 

The trio had stalked security 
vans in a stolen car, waiting for the 
right moment to snatch the cash 
boxes. 

But they were rumbled on Au¬ 
gust 21 last year when armed offi¬ 
cers from the Metropolitan Police 
flying squad rammed into their 
stolen Nissan Juke in Burlington 
Road, New Malden - in front of 
stunned passengers on board a 
passing 131 bus. 

The gang pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to steal, but were cleared 
of conspiracy to rob at a trial last 
month, after the jury accepted the 
defendants did not plan to use 
force. 

The court heard that Richard¬ 
son, of the Hollands, Worcester 
Park, had been released from jail 
on licence for an earlier robbery at 
the time he committed this 
offence. 

He was jailed for 32 months 
while Critchley, from Surbiton, 
and Carter, from Chingford each 
received 28 months. 

Judge Rebecca Poulet said to 
Richardson: “The fact is you know

and I know that you had a choice 
when you committed this offence. 

“You were on licence for 
robbery, and not only that but just 
a month before you had been dealt 
with a community order for 
shoplifting, and were regularly 
seeing your probation officer. 

“I have read reports that 
state you have a high risk of 
reoffending and having reviewed 
your previous convictions I 
take the view that that is a 


realistic assessment.” 

She told Critchley and Carter 
they had a lower sentence because 
“I am of the view that you have 
considerably less serious records. 

“You were not on licence at the 
time and I watched you both give 
evidence in your trial. 

“I am of the opinion that what is 
being urged on me is realistic and 
I’m hopeful that you will not reof¬ 
fend when you are released from 
this sentence.”

Care home is back on 
track after bad report

A residential care home that was 
warned to make urgent improve¬ 
ments after failing eight out of 
nine key standards during an in¬ 
spection has now dealt with the 
most serious failings, according 
to the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC). 

The CQC issued four urgent 
warning notices to La Luz Resi¬ 
dential Home, based in Tadworth 
High Street, following an unan¬ 
nounced inspection in November. 

The CQC found that while staff 
at La Luz were treating people 
with respect and involving them 
in their care, standards were not 
being met by the home in terms of 
the care and welfare of the ser¬ 
vice users, the safety and suitabil¬ 
ity of the premises, requirements 
relating to workers, and staffing. 

It said urgent action was re¬ 
quired by the home to meet these 
standards. 

The home was told to develop 
an action plan for four other stan¬ 
dards, which La Luz failed to 
meet. These were: co-operating 
with other providers, safeguard¬ 
ing service users from abuse, no¬ 
tification of death of a service 
user, and notification of other 
incidents.

Findings: La Luz management

Following another inspection in 
December, the CQC found La Luz 
is now meeting all the standards 
that required enforcement action. 

The other four standards will be 
assessed through another unan¬ 
nounced inspection at a later 
date. 

A CQC spokeswoman said: 


“CQC returned unannounced to 
La Luz in December to check 
whether the warnings issued in 
November had been complied 
with. 

“Inspectors found that the 
home was meeting the required 
standard in those four areas.” 

The home’s manager of 18 
years, Angel Soto, of Eastdean 
Avenue, Epsom, said he believes 
the CQC made “a lot of mistakes” 
in its original inspection of La 
Luz, but has welcomed its 
findings. 

The 63-year-old said: “It’s a pos¬ 
itive thing now they have indi¬ 
rectly realised they made a 
mistake. I had a meeting with 
them and they accepted they 
made a whole lot of mistakes. 

“The CQC has a hidden agenda 
and this is the consensus among 
many other private providers. 

“For now, I’m happy, after all 
the hassle they gave me. No one is 
perfect, but anybody can walk 
into a care home and immediate¬ 
ly assess whether it provides a 
good service or not, just by the 
smell of it. 

“In the opinion of my residents, 
who were never consulted, and in 
the opinion of the relatives of my 
residents, who were never con¬ 
sulted, we provide a very good 
service.”

A new range of dog biscuits in¬ 
cluding cheese and Marmite and 
peanut butter and banana, are 
good enough for humans to eat, 
according to their creator. 

Dominique Pizzingrilli, 46, an 
Epsom resident for 30 years, is bak¬ 
ing the unusual biscuits in her 
kitchen at her home in College 
Road. 

Former marketing manager Mrs 
Pizzingrilli, 46, has set up the Little 
Pet Biscuit Company, which spe¬ 
cialises in healthy canine treats, 
and shipped her first orders to 
customers a fortnight ago. 

She started getting orders in 
January, using social media such 
as Facebook and Twitter to 
promote her products. 

She said: “This generated a lot of 
interest. 

“We discovered people are not 
just beginning to look closer at 
what they eat - particularly in 
light of recent headlines - but are 
also considering what their pets 
might be eating as well. 

“Commercial dog food manufac¬ 
turers use animal and vegetable 
derivatives, artificial colours and 
flavours, and bulk out their feeds 
with wheat because it’s cheap and 
readily available. 


“But dogs find wheat hard to 
digest because it’s high in gluten.” 

So wholesome are her biscuits 
she insists they are perfectly suit¬ 
able for human consumption. 

She said: “We use alternatives to 
wheat, so our products are low in 
gluten or gluten free. There are no 
artificial colours or flavours, no 
added salt or sugar and only natu¬ 
ral, healthy ingredients.” 

The biscuits are all handmade 
freshly to order. She said her jack 
russell terrier, Taffy, loves them. 

In future, she hopes to find some 


local stockists and exhibit at 
county fairs during the summer. 

She said: “The interest in our 
products indicates that there is a 
need for a healthy pet-treat alter¬ 
native to what has traditionally 
been available. 

“Dog owners are keen to rein¬ 
force and reward good behaviour 
without worrying about piling on 
the pounds or feeding their pets 
unnatural treats - and our biscuits 
definitely fit the bill.”

ditional clear plastic bags 
from the council (at a price of 
£1.10 per bag) to be filled with 
the nappy waste and collected 
alongside the standard gener¬ 
al refuse bin on a fortnightly 
basis. 

Surely this is only likely to 


encourage foxes and other 
vermin; as well as creating 
unsightly and unhygienic 
waste on our streets when 
these bags are ripped open by 
hungry foxes.

Why we all want to live 
in a three bed house 


A new report suggests that we all 
want to live in a three bedroom 
property. 

National property firm Strutt & 
Parker reports that downsizers, 
first-time buyers and buy-to-let 
investors are all competing for 
three-bed houses. The company’s 
research department says three 
beds are only the most popular - 
they are also selling the fastest. 

Many first-time buyers are 
bypassing the small starter flat 
for a larger home, which can give 
much needed income in the form 
of renting out rooms to lodgers or 
friends. 

Rents for property have risen at 
a very fast pace and first time 
buyers are stretching themselves 
to get the maximum return on 
their investment. Another group

We 
have seen a marked rise in the 
number of older people looking 
for smaller, and perhaps 
environmentally sustainable 
homes. 

“Downsizing also creates the 
opportunity to free up capital and 
supplement pensions which have 
been hit by fund performance. In 
addition they often want to help 
their children buy homes, 
although ironically will be 
competing with them when they 
downsize.” 

She adds that a slowdown in 
house building has also stoked 
demand and as a result three beds 
are now carrying a price 
premium.

Don’t lose your rag if 
someone else does something 
wrong on the road. That’s the 
message from top advanced 
driver Peter Rodger. 

Mr Rodger, the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists’ chief 
examiner, said it is important 
not to react impatiently to 
mistakes that other drivers 
may make. 

“The things that other 
drivers do that annoy you are 
usually mistakes, not 
deliberate,” he said. “Give 
them the space you would 
like yourself to sort an error 
out.” 

Mr Rodger gave a few tips 
on how you should react to 
other drivers. 

• The horn is there simply 
to get others’ attention and let 
them know that you are

there. If someone else uses it 
to express annoyance, don't 
join in, just let it pass. 

• If you spot an oncoming 
vehicle approaching which 
still has its full beam on, 
consider that this is probably 
a case of forgetfulness on the 
part of the driver - retaliating 
by switching your full beam 
on would only increase risk. 

• Set an example by giving 
way at busy junctions or 
allowing traffic to merge into 
your lane when necessary - 
for example, at a motorway 
junction. 

• If another road user is 
driving threateningly, try to 
maintain extra distance 
between your car and theirs.

Epsom Paralympian sailor 
Alexandra Rickham has re¬ 
turned to the water for a 
competition for the first time 
since winning bronze at 
London 2012. 

With her Paralympics part¬ 
ner Niki Birrell, the 31-year- 
old won the opening RYA 
Olympic Classes Spring 
Series meeting in the scud 
18 class at Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing 
Academy in Dorset. 

Rickham, a tetraplegic ath¬ 
lete, has sailed with Birrell, 
who has cerebral palsy, since 


2007 and they have been 
crowned world scud champi¬ 
ons on four occasions. 

Weather conditions at Wey¬ 
mouth restricted the opening 
spring series to one race on 
Sunday, that Rickham and 
Birrell won comfortably, 
ahead of John Robertson and 
Hannah Stodel. 

The second event of the 
spring series will also take 
place at the Weymouth venue 
from April 13-14, with the fi¬ 
nale being hosted by Hayling 
Island Sailing Club on May 
18-19.
